No 
one in Tsrael ia getting paid ἢ what 
“his counterpart 18 F receiving to the 
U.S., England, or elsewhere, We 
can't compete with the salaries that - 
American doctors; generals,’ or 
government ministers are paid. 

“If we start giving in,” he went 
on, “we might as well declare 
bankruptcy. We: simply don't have 
means to pay for the extras that 
are belng demanded. Already to- 
in our 
budget, only 60 agorot are from 
our own sweat and toil. The rest 
comes from loans, grants and such.” 

For. this reason, Rabin said, the 
Most deserving part of the econd- 
mic sector was the industrial 
workers, because “they produce and 
bring in money.”, 

Replying to a question about the 
future of the Gush Emunim settle- 
ment at Kaddum, Rabin repeated 
his pledge that a permanent com- 
munity would not be allowed to 
exist there.

Carter aides

WASHINGTON. — The State De- 
partment is anxiously awaiting the 
appointment of a Carter Admini- 
stration Maison official, charged with 
coordinating U.S, foreign policy with 
outgoing Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger during the 11-week trans- 
ition period preceding President- 
elect Jimmy Carter's January 20 

Whenever a new political party 
eaptures the White House, the new 
President always selects liaison of- 
ficials to work with the various 
branches of the Federa] bureaucracy 
in order to ease the transition 
process. Often, these officials are 
top aides and advisers of the new 
President. But they will not neces- 
sarily assume those posts assigned 
to them during the transition period 
when the new administration takes 

It ig taken for granted here that 
Kissinger will leave the State De- 
partment. Privately, Carter and 
his top advisers have made it clear 
that a new Secretary of Sate will 
be named. During the final weeks 
of the campaign, Carter often criti- 
cized Kissinger’s policies, charging 
widespread immorality. 

Among the foreign policy men who 
have worked with Carter during the 
campaign, ani who are reportedly 


being considered for this key Maison 


role are Richard Holbrooke, the 
managing editor of “Foreign Policy” 
_! quarterly, Anthony Lake, a former 
State Department 'officia! in the 
Johnson Administration, Henry 
Owen, the head of the International 
Relations Section of the Brookings 
Institution, Richard Gardner, Colum- 
bia University professor who was 
ἃ State Department official in the 
1960s and Thomas Hughes, now 
head of the prestigious Carnegie 
Foundation for International Peace 
who was formerly head of intelli- 
gence and research at the State 
Department, - 

The State Department spokesman 
yesterday told reper ere that Under- 
Secretary of State for Management 
Lawrence Eagleburger would head 
the Department's transition team 
with the Carter Administration.

Kissinger, the spokesman’ said,

State Department officials insist 
that U.S. foreign policy is not ἃ 
partisan issue, that: the U.S. has 
consistent global interests that: go 
beyond domestic politics and that 
there will, therefore,.be no basic 
changes in the new administration. 

But American political observers 
and foreign diplomats are aware of 
the fact that Carter and Ford have 
differences in their world outlook 
and that some changes in policy 
are certain to be made, : 

The State Department is carefully 
monitoring foreign reaction to the 
Carter victory. U.S. embassies are 
said to be reporting back to the 
Department the predictable uncer- 
tainty prevaillpg in many foreign 
capitals. 

“foreign governments, like in- 
dividuals, like to deal with people 
they know,” an official said yester- 
day. “They knew Kissinger; he was 
8. known quantity, while many for- 
eign leaders do not know Carter 
personally and know very little 
about him” . 

Kissinger wanted to hold a press 
conference on Wednesday, after the 
Carter win, to state that there will 
be no basic policy changes during 
the transition quarter. It is widely 
believed that the Secretary wanted 
to reassure both America’s allies 
and adversaries.

TEL AVIV, —. “Economic crimi- 
nals” in ‘Hrael have created a 
parallel economy which deter- 
mines the prices people pay and 
their opportunities to buy, _out-

-Shaul Rosolio said yesterday.

‘European Parliament 
gaining independence’

The European Parliament, up to 
now, has been little more than 
talking shop. But bit by bit, it is 
acquiring the ligaments of a full- 
fledged, continent-wide, supra-na- 
tional legislative assembly, accord- 
ing to its president, Georges 
Spenale. He is now in Israel, head- 
ing a delegation of 10 members 
from the different member-countries 
of the Common Market. 

Spenale himself 19 a Frenchman, 
a Socialist, and a member of the 
French Chamber of Deputies. Yet 
pene: and foremost he is a Euro- 

— one of the new Europeans. 
ἔνε don't intend to have a 
of governments,” Spenale said. “We 
want a Europe of the peoples.” 

Up to now, members of the BEC's 
Parliament were nominated by the 
nine national parliaments. During 
1978, for the first time, the 270 
million inhabitants of the EEC will 
elect their own representatives for 
the Strasbourg conclave by direct 
ballot. 

“The Community is building up 
its own independent sources of re- 
venue,” Spenale said in an inter- 
view. “We took 10 years to’ har- 
monize European tariffs. Once a 
common tariff came into force, it 
could be levied. on merchandise 
wherever that merchandise enters 
Europe.” 

He stated: “The national pariia- 
ments can no longer say anything 
about the spending of the money, 
because it isn’t theirs. It belongs 
to Europe.” When asked if the in- 
come it provides is sufficient, he 
auswered, "Not quite,” adding that 
the Europeans now have an eye on 
value added tax. 

According to Spenale, the Euro- 
pean Parliament does not intend to 
replace national parliaments. only 
to supplement them. “There are res- 
ponsibilities which belong to the in- 
dividual territories,” he said.

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WHEN the Talmudic Sages superim- 
posed their Midrashic legends on the 
Biblical accounta of events and per- 
sonalities, they were rarely if ever 
merely engaging in an intellectual 
exercise. Many of them were. 
themselves key figures in social and 
Political events of their times, and 
their primary intention was te com- 
ment on thege events. 

Accordingly, it is easy to compose 
such Midrashic comments on many 
of.the roots and ramifications of 
today's events, including the Asher 
Yadlin Affair. 

The Sages justify the cry of 
“‘Lyneh!'" and ‘Trial by 
newspaper!" voiced by Yadlin and 
his supporters in the weeks before he 
was finally. remanded into custody, 
and even now that it is clear that, 
“aesthetically” at least, he is not so 
baby-innocent but has not yet been 
tried by due process. 

The Sages ask (Vayikra Rabba 
26:2): How is it that although the 
young men of David's time were so 
righteous and such great Tora 
scholars, so many of them fell in bat- 
tle, whereas in the wicked King 
Ahab's time, rife with idolatry, there 
were relatively few casualties? 

Because David's generation, un- 
like Ahab‘'s, was ridden with in- 
formers and people who spread and 
readily believed gossip, rumour, 
hearsay — manifestations which the 
Sages put under the heading of 
lashon hara — evil tongue. Even if 
the reports thus spread are true. 
they are ‘‘evil e,”” which is also 
called “‘shelishi"’ (‘third’) because 
it slays three: the teller, the listener, 
and the subject. 


BUT SOME of us tend too easily to 
cry “Lynch! and blame the ac- 
cuser, or in general pass the blame. 

Our Saul, was “head and 
shoulders above his fellows... there 
was no better man among the 
Israelites" (I Samuel 9:2). Yet he. 
dies ignominiously on the battlefield 
and founds no dynasty. On the other 
hand, one could draw a portrait of 
David as a ruthless, opportunistic, 
vindictive brigand and wencher. Yet. 


he has come down to us as the . 


“sweet singer of Israel,"’ founder of 
the paradigmatic kingship and 
father of the Messiah. ah Η 

Saui's major sin, it seems, was in 
disobeying God's command concer- 
ning the Amalekites (I Samuel 15). 
But not only that. For that failure 
and his failure to walt for Samuel to 
arrive for a scheduled meeting at 
Gilgal (I Samuel 13), Saul blamed 
“the people.” David, on the other 
hand, several times readily accepted 
blame: for a plague on 
Israel by taking a census (Π Samuel 
24 and I Chronicles 21); for causing

Saul to order the slaughter of the 
priests at Nob (1 Samuel 22); for 
what he did to Uriah the Hittite (IZ 
Samuel 11-12); and he even made 
‘restitution to the Gibeonites for 
something Saul had done to them (I 
Samuel 21). 

And the Sages tell us (Midrash 
Tehillim 100:2): “He who conceals 
his faults will not prosper’’ 
(Proverbs 28:23) -- this is Saul... 
“whereas he who confesses his faults 
and gives them up will find mercy": 
(ibid.) — this is David. 


ONE OF the causes of public con- 
sternation when “it “happens” to a 
man like Asher Yadlin is that it 
should happen to a man of such 
presumably impeccable origins. 

But the Sages warn us. (Yoma 
2201: Why did Saul net become the 
founder of a dynasty? Because of his 
impeccable pedigree. Rabbi 
Yohanan said in the name of Rabbi 
Shimon ben Yehotzadak: A person 
should net be appointed to public of- 
fice unless he has a skeleton in his 
closet, so that if he geta too heady, he 
ean be put in his place. 

Too often, when there is a public 


outery about a person being ap- | 


pointed to a job for which he has no 
evident professional qualifications, 
we are told that he possesses a good 
combination of Zionist-Israeli vir- 
tues, a good record in his previous 
assi| ents, and a proven ability to 
learn on the job. Too often it 

ires that this is not enough, 
and that the public was right not to 
have confidence in the judgment of. 
the insiders who “know.” 

The Sages tell us (Berachot 55a): 
Do not appoint someone to public of- 
fice before consulting the public. 

The Sages, by no means 
“democrats” as we understand the 
term, certainty do not mean that we 


_ should hold a referendum on every 


appointment. They do obviously 
mean that public wardens should 
temper their sensitivity to their 
private loyalties with a heaithy sen- 
sitivity to public opinion. 


COMMENTING on. the manner in 
which Moses administered the gold 
and silver which the Israelites con- 
tributed for the building of the 
Tabernacle in the wilderness, the 
Sages tell us (Shmot Rabba 51:1-2): 
No fewer than two should be 
appointed to administer public 
funds. For we see that even though 
Moses was sole treasurer, when it 
came time to render an account, be 
did so together with others.
